Comparative Aesthetics: A Workbook is the third book 
on the history of art written by Silas Robert Powell. 


The first of the author's three books on the history 
of art, Parade Harmonies: A Dialectical Self- Portrait, 
is, as is stated in the Preface of that work, “a 
synchronistic history of Western civilization, a por- 
trait of the artist, a portrait of the world, created 
by S. Robert Powell in the period January 15, 1975— 
July 15, 1975." Five copies of that work (numbered 
one through five) were published by The Sheffield 
Press, New York City, New York, on August 15, 1975. 
Copy number one belongs to the author. The other 
four copies of that work were--on the date of publi- 
cation thereof--presented by the author to Donald 
Walter Powell (copy number two), Kate Denison Rodko 
and Konstantin Alexandrovich Rodko (copy number three), 
Gail Trebbe (copy number four) and Genie Wing (copy 
number five). 


Powell's second book on the history of art, Response 
to Parade Harmonies: A Dialectical Self- Portrait, is 

a series of 366 essays on art and on the history of 
art that were written in the period September 1, 1975— 
August 31, 1976 as a response to Parade Harmonies: 

A Dialectical Self-Portrait. 


The third of the author's books on the history of art, 
the present work, was written in the period September 1, 
1976—August 31, 1978. The 366 components of Comparative 
Aesthetics: A Workbook are re-formations/revisions of 
the 366 components of Response to Parade Harmonies: 

A Dialectical Self-Portrait. 


Powell's three books on the history of art constitute, 
therefore, three links, as it were, of the same chain. 
Each of those books, however, is a whole that can be 
regarded as an autonomous center of meaning by the 
reader who is interested in and capable of doing so.
